During power shortages, Radio Reloj programe are aired on certain Rebelde frequencies in 
metropolitan areas.

GRENADA: Radio Grenada 535 has two 5 kW transmitters that can be combined for 10 kW 
total, but they are using only one.

Nautel transmitter. The antenna is a quarter-wave, series-fed, top-loaded, monolpole 55 meters in 
height with above-ground tuned radial ground system which uses only 4 wires 55 merters in 
length perpendicular to each other and raised 5 meters above the ground for the frequency of 1400 
kHz. Operating schedule: 1000-0130 Mo-Fr, 1000-1600, 2045-0145 Sa, 1000-1630, 2100-0200 Su.

RUSSIA: VOA 648 Ussuriysk (1000 kW) 1300-1400. [VOA sked via MV-Eko JAN 14 in Distance 
FEB 1] 

ST. HELENA: The next Radio St. Helena Day is scheduled for October 14, 1994, per verie 
received for hearing their SW transmitter on 11092.5 kHz in USB on October 15, 1993, which is 
activated only once per year. It will likely be relayed on their 1548 kHz outlet (450 watts).

VATICA E-mail from two sources, Andy Sennit via the Fido Shortwave echo and from 
Murray ??2?? via Internet informed me that Vatican Radio is again back on 1611 kHz. Facilities 
used for both 546 kHz and 1611 kHz were damaged but have recently been repaired.

------ ENGLAND 

On this haif-sabbatical, starting this January, my wife & I have moved from our 
usual location in Fredicton, NB to Stockport at the edge of Manchester, England, 
not far from Liverpool or N Wales. For DXing, F bought the new Grundig Yachthoy 
400 in Toronto for $300 Canadian. It has turned out to be an effective compact 
portable, Tt features MW & LW, double conversion for SW, SSB, switchable steps of 
hz, 5h2, $hz or 10nz, stereo reception through headphones of FM, also 40 memor- 
ies. A nifty feature is a fishing-rod type reel for a pulj-out antenna for SW th- 
at can be plugged in, The audio is quite good, and the selectivity decent, espec- 
ially with the narrow Skhz setting, quite effective getting around adjacent-chan- 
uel splatter, prohably unusual for a compact portable. The sensitivity seems 
quite good on Lw, MW but I'm not sure how the SW compares with other portables of 
its price range. Anyone got observations? There is of course, great variety on 
Lw & MW, which I have surveyed in a bandscan which I sent in, Though many chann- 
els are a muddle, including a couple on LW, quite a few are effective clear chan- 
nele from different countries, especially Norway, France, Luxembourg, Ireland, It- 
aly, Spain, Belgium, Germany, Albania. The furthest to date has been Egypt & Rus- 
sia. The salt-water path on the W part of Britain must be quite influential, as 
Spain, Algeria, Morocco are relatively strong here, with Spain audible ali day 
using an external loop. Since I was last in Britain in 1988, T sure noticed the 
flood of low-power commercial stations, many with strong regional accents which I 
find fascinating. Though I have used the radio's internal ferrite-rod for the 
loggings, I did bring a collapsible loop which I built to fit a small suitcase. 

As a passive tunable loop, when you set it up, it brings a dramatic boost in 
sensitivity. As I remember receiving Saudi Arabia-1521 so often at home with the 
Yaesu FRG7700 & the Connelly phasing unit, I expected it to flood in here, but T 
have no sign of it so far. Same with Senegal-765. I shall look for TA's, as © 
can shift to the ] khz steps. TI note that Algeria-981 is quite a lot stronger th- 
an Algeria-891. A new twist is a relay of Trane-World Radio via Tirana, Alba: 
1395. J was surprised to hear an English nevs broadcast from Radio Moscow World 
Service-1323 with a reasonable signal at 9AM (with the external loop). A disap- 
pointment is getting such a poor signal on this side of England from the BBC Wor- 
1d Service-648 despite its S00kw. One is better off with SW but due to skip dia- 
tance, we are better cff receiving it in E Canada’ (We'll continue with Peter's 
fine report, a rundown of the BBC doings, with the next edition of MISTNGS!-DWS)

This has been a great 
DX Season, although conditions have deteriorated in Feb. Best catches: CkXx-1150 
during their 12/6 TEST (was very surprised to learn they were on a directional 
pattern, and that they weren't widely heard), WAYR-550 (dominating the freq. on 
12/5 white trying for the RSD TEST & per verie, WAYR was using only 60 watts at 
the time), & WNPT-1440 on [2/17 at sunset (no verie yet on this one). Also can~ 
ght NJ Turnpike Highway Advisory Radio Station WPAS759 on 1610khz during a test 
transmission from Woodbridge on 12/23. It was heard in the null of WPAS758, Eli- 
zabeth, another Turnpike HAR. Per verie, WPAS759 is a portable unit which can be 
Set up anywhere along the roadway during emergencies. As far as I know, it is the 
only portable broadcasting station in the MW band anywhere in the world today, al- 
though portable broadcasters were commonplace during the 20's. {DELDOT has used 
a portable unit within the last 2 years and often sets that up during race week- 
ends at Dover Downs, Dover, DE, on 530 kh2). Haven't been able to catch the Roo- 
sevelt Tsland TTS on 1620 yet, even though it's been heard as far away as NC, and 
I'm only 15 miles away from it. If I do hear it, 1'11 send my report to the NYC 
Convention & Visitors Bureau, 2 Columbus Circle, NY, NY 10019. If they're not 
operating this station, I'm sure they'll know who it is! It always amazes me to 
read about UxXers here in the states logging stations from Europe ‘dominating the 
frequency' or ‘coming in like blockbusters’. I hit the 1000 mark without ever 
hearing so much as a peep from Europe. What am I doing wrong? Also, J've never 
heard KS, NE, the Dakotas or CA, And I've also never heard anything you could ca- 
11 DX on the FN band either, or anything other than local beacons on LW. As the 
kids say today, "Go Figure!" That's it for now! PS: Thanks very much for the 
W4IZ-1270 verification certificate, it makes a welcome addition to the collection!
